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WHAT'S NEW WITH VE3TBR? 


- Effective April 9/87, the operation of VE3TBR has seen a number of 
changes, as explained to the membership at the club meeting that day. These 
have been initiated to facilitate greater flexibility for expansion and to 
allow each club member a choice of up to ten personal speed dial numbers 
using your own speed dial code. In addition, general emergency speed dial 
numbers have been assigned to make them easier to use and remember. 


HOW TO USE VE3TBR - 22/82 


- Simply begin transmitting and identify yourself, or call the station you 
are looking for. The repeater will immediately go into it's normal 
operating mode once you begin to speak. 


- If the repeater does not receive an audio signal, it will transmit "ID" 
in CW. In this mode the system will not accept touch tone commands. If you 
did speak but still here the "ID" message, then your modulation level was 
too low. Try again but speak louder. This should give you the courtesy 
beep indicating that the repeater is in it's normal operating mode. 


- You can now access the various repeater functions with your touch tone 
pad if so desired. 


HOW TO USE THE AUTOPATCH 


- To use the autopatch feature, identify yourself when you first come on 
the repeater. You may wish to listen for the courtesy beep to confirm that 
your modulation level is OK, but this is optional. 


- Next, simply press <*> and release your transmit button. You should now 
here a dial tone. Now dial the phone number you wish to call and listen 
for the results as you would on any telephone. 


- When your call is completed press <#> and the autopatch will terminate. 
This is confirmed by the "END" message in CW followed by the courtesy beep. 


HOW TO USE THE REDIAL FEATURE 


- To redial the last number dialed, simply press <*><9> and listen for "RD" 
in CW. This confirms that you have initiated the redial function. The 
computer will then dial the previous number and you may handle the call as 
usual. 


- Redial will work following all regular autopatch calls and all speed dial 
calls. It will not redial 911 calls.

Purpose.

to the US and overseas with a 
minimum of cost and effort. 


Advantages. 


QSLing direct is much faster but 
it is also more tedious. Time 
spent searching for addresses, 
addressing envelopes can better 
be spent chasing DX. The cost 
of postage, IRCs and envelopes 
can become prohibitive. 


Using the service. 


1. Pre-sort your cards alpha- 
numerically by call sign PREFIX: 
eg A3, AP, C6, CE, G2, G3, GI, 

es , 6Y5, etc. 

2 up cards by country IF 
they have more than one prefix: 
eg USA with K, W etc. 

3. Package cards TIGHTLY and 
well. Enclose the address label 
(or photo copy) from the wrapper 
of your current "QST" to show 
you are a CRRL member. 

4. Family members: include your 
cards with those of QST recipient 
Sightless members: write Blind 
Member on your package. 
Affiliated clubs: cards for club 
station are eligible. 

Clubs: Bulk shipments of members 
cards, presorted as above, will 
be accepted but "QST" label for 
each member must be included. 
QSL Managers: write for details 


5. The CRRL Outgoing Bureau is 
a free service for CRRL members. 
Do NOT enclose any payment.
